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No joy for 
Meimad in

One would expect the leaders of 
Meimad, the new religious list which 
broke away from the National Reli- 
gious Party, to be chuckling with 
glee over the latest conflicts within 
the NRP. But, according to Haim 
Rippel, the Safad educator who is 
number two on the Meimad list, 
there is only sorrow. 

“We don't want to pour salt on 
the wounds,” Rippel said, when 
asked £9.comment on the signs of 
growing ‘discord: within the NRP.

“The National Religious camp is 
dear to us and this sort of thing hurts 
us as well,” Rippel said, adding that 
the internal NRP dispute appeared 
to be on the most trivial level, with 
no ideological or political basis. 

Perhaps because Meimad is made 
up of people who were not politi- 
cians in the past, he added, its activ- 
ists did not see any point in trying to 
make political capital out of another 
party's troubles. 

‘When asked why Meimad’s mas- 
sive advertising campaign of a few 
weeks ago seemed to have petered 
out. Rippel said that with the very 
limited funds at its disposal, Mei- 
mad had worked out a strategy of 
waves of advertising at set intervals 
until the elections. 

He said the new party has gained 
widespread sympathy among the 
public. “If this translated into votes 
and funds, we would be very well off 
indeed.” Both in Israel and abroad, 
the party has received a large num- 
ber of small contributions. 


He admitted that a large part of 
the support for Meimad appears to 
come from those who would vote for 
the party if they could cast a second 
ballot. But even so. he said, the 
support was encouraging and 
showed the need for the establish- 
ment of the new party.

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Security issues preoccupy the public

As the election campaign gets un- 
der way officially, public opinion 
gives far more weight to matters 
concerning security, peace and the 
occupied territories than to domes- 


tic issues. . 


The August poll of The Continu- 
ing Survey -- ἃ joint project of the 
Israel Institute of Applied Social 
Reserach and the Smart Family 
Communications Institute of the 
Hebrew University -- asked ἃ nation- 
wide sample of 1,196 adults: ‘In 
your opinion, what is the most im- 
portant issue on which the election 
campaigns should concentrate?” 
Unprompted, more than 60 per cent 
chose issues of peace and security 
(32% said security; 19% said peace, 
and 11% said territories); about 
one-quarter chose economic and so- 
cial issues; and the remainder 
thought several issues deserve equal 
attention. 

This relatively high degree of con- 
sensus, however, masks a revealing 
difference between supporters of 
the two major parties. Those who 
intend to vote Likud say that “‘secu- 
rity” is the key issue much more 
often than they say “peace™ (41% to 
15%), and they are joined in this by 
those who intend to vote for the 
religious parties or Tehiya. Those 
who intend to vote Labour, on the 
other hand, say “ ἡ more often 
than “security” (30% to 24%). 
Even while the parties vie with each 
other to couple the two words, their 
supporters persist in ranking them 
quite differently. “Territories” are 
mentioned as frequently by one side 


as by the other. 

-The undecided -- 27 per cent of 
voters -- place “security” over 
“peace” in the same proportion as 
does the population 2s a whole 
(33% to 16%), suggesting that they 
do not differ much ideologically 
from the voters who have made up 
their minds. These ratios also hold 
for those who are undecided be- 
tween Labour and the Likud. It is of 
some interest that the undecided 
give somewhat more attention to 
domestic issues than do those who 
have decided how they will vote. 

. These data give insight into the 
problems facing campaign strate- 
gists following the grand opening of 
the eleciton season and just before 
the full force of the campaign is 
unleashed. Following in outline 
form are some of the major factors 
party strategists must take into ac- 
count. We shall elaborate on some 
of these in subsequent analyses. 

1. Among decided voters, the two 
parties, and indeed the two blocs, 
have almost exactly the same oum- 
ber of supporters. 

2. The August poll finds that the 
number of undecided (27%) is larg- 
er, not smaller, than it was in June 
(21%), in reply to the question: “If 
the Knesset elections were held to- 
day, for which party would you 
vote?” These numbers vary some- 
what depending on the measures 
employed. Asked how certain they 
are of their choice, 36% say “I’m 
not so sure” (21%) or “I'm not at all 
sure” (15%). Asked: “Between 
which parties are you hesitating?", 
as many as 45% of voters acknowi- 


edge some hesitation. There can be 
no doubt that many of those who 
have an explicit vote intention are 
somewhat hesitant, just as it is cer- 
tain that many of those who are 
hesitant have quite distinct party 
leanings. 

3. The surprise of the August sur- 
vey. however, is that 40 per cent of 
those who are hesitating between 
parties say that they are hesitating 
between the Likud and Labour. Be- 
cause they fean in both directions, 
they do not have very distinct char-

Fundamental ideological differences 


Four years of national unity may 
have produced the false impression 
of a narrowing ideological gap be- 
tween the major parties. “There 
isn’t any real difference between La- 
bour and Likud," people say. 
“There are doves and hawks in both 
parties, liberals and conservatives 
too. The whole argument is over a 
few square kilometres and over the 
use of live ammunition to quell the 
riots.” 

Ax election campaign, by its very 
nature, tends to deal with superfi- 
cial, at times trivial and immediate 
matters, concentrating on packag- 
ing.

YASSER ARAFAT'S visit to Strasbourg trig- 
gered disappointment, frustration and anger 
among European parliamentarians. “Arafat dido’t 
make the move towards Israel that we had been 
expecting,” said a Socialist representative, Jean- 
Pierre Cot.

France, according to informed sources, said it 
would not recognize such a government, nor would 
the other major members of the European 
Community. 

French Foreign Minister Roland Dumas has 
come unde; sherp criticism even from some of his 
political friends for the way-he arcounced that he 
would see Arafat. Le Monde attecked the embar- 
rassed way the Foreign ministry dealt with the 
question by first denying the meeting would take 
place, then by making a mystery out of it and finally 
by allowing the meeting to turn into an overdrama- 
tized polemic. . 

Dumas was indeed visibly embarrassed. No pic- 
tures of himseif with Yasser Arafat were allowed 
by the French authorities. Yet, Dumas’s meeting 
with Arafat was the result of a personal decision 
made by President Francois Mitterrand. 

Allegedly worried by the situation in the territo- 
ries, Mitterrand thought a meeting with Arafat 
would be useful. 

According to well informed sources, even Social- 
ist Prime Minister Michel Rocard was not con- 
vinced that the meeting was necessary under the 
present circumstances. In the event, he was right. 
Arafat offered nothing. 

It was obvious that Roland Dumas could not 
cancel his visit to the European Parliament once it 
was announced because it would have looked like 
capitulation to Jewish pressure. |, the mis- 
takes of French diplomacy turned Arafat's visit into 
a medio’ triumph for the PLO leader. 

Because the meeting bore no fruit, Roland Du- 
mas refused to answer any questions following his 
40-minute discussion with Arafat. He read instead 
a statement that didnt mention the PLO once, but 
constantly referred to “Palestinians,” an attitude 
that angered Arafat's spokesman, Bassam Abu 
Sharif, as he listened to the Dumas’s brief 
declaration. 


ABU SHARIF later spoke to this reporter in his 
Strasbourg hotel room. The soft-spoken, chain- 
smoking PLO spokesman was accompanied by 
Marwan, the brother of the late assassinated PLO- 
spokesman and poet Ghassan Kanafani.

THERE CAN BE no doubt that 
Leonard Bernstein is today the 
greatest living interpreter of Mah- 
ler. This concert, which featured 
One single item, Mahler's Sixth, was 
unmistakable evidence not only of 
Bernstein's greatness but of the 
unique spiritual kinship berween 
this conductor and Mahler. Bern- 
stein and Mahler are really one. The 
symphony, which was at first given 
the subtitle “The Tragic" by Mah- 
ler, is indeed, from the beginning to 
the end an expression of universal 
human tragedy filtered through 
Mahler's consciousness. The suffer- 
ing is endless, the pain is all-encom- 
passing, fear and doom are every- 
where. As we heard the symphony 
on Wednesday night, it seemed to 
tear apart heaven and earth with its 
frightful, intensely tragic motifs, its 
marches, which constitute the main 
underlying idea, lead to the inevita- 
ble catastrophe. But the agonized 
cries also express 2 terrible protest. 
Mahler and Bernstcin wring their 
hands as if to ask: Why? Why all this 
suffering? 

Bernstein's version of the sym- 
phony transcends romanticism and 
becomes an apocalyptic-expression- 
istic vision expressive of total identi- 
fication of the composer with his 
music, Never before, in the whole 
history of music. has such total iden- 
tification taken place, Bernstein's 
capacity for speaking in terms of 
Mahler is truly outstanding. Each 
Phrase, each motif, each clashing 
chord is given its earthshaking Mah- 
lerian meaning. 

All this would, of course, not 
have been possible had Bernstein 
not been conducting the Vienna 
Philharmonic. The glorious sound, 
the beauty of the strings, wood- 
winds, brass and percussion -- in- 
cluding the awesome hammer- 
stroke, puts this orchestra in ἃ class 
of its own. This performance, in 
honour of Bernstein's 70th birthday, 
was not a concert in the usual sense. 
Tt was an event which no admirer of 
Mahler will ever forget.

| Wrong then and now 


TOMORROW will be exactly forty years 
since UN mediator Count Folke Bernadotte 
was assassinated by Jewish terrorists in Jew- 
ish-held Jerusalem. Israel's government, then 
in military control of the city, denounced the 
act in the strongest possible terms, undertook 
to proscribe and punish the gang that had 
committed it and offered its condolences to 
the Swedish royal family. 

The murder was manifestly aimed at 
thwarting the Swedish nobleman’s plan, re- 
portedly hatched in the British Foreign Of 
fice, for the pacific settlement of the Arab- 
Israel conflict through massive Israeli 
concessions to the Arabs. It would, for exam- 
ple, have involved turning Jerusalem itself 
and the Negev over to Jordan. The feeling of 
outrage about the plan was widespread in the 
country. But only an unrepresentative lunatic 
fringe-group could have conceived the notion 
that the plan would be killed by killing its 
author. 

Count Bernadotte’s plan was indeed in time 
consigned to the dustbin of history. But it was 
the nation’s resolution and the IDF’s strength 
that forced the enemy to accept, even as an 
“interim” armistice arrangement, the fron- 
tiers established in the War of Independence. 
Had the government smiled, however awk- 
wardly, on Lehi’s murder tactics at the'time, it 
would’ have undermined those very achieve- 
ments and Israel’s very claim to rightful sover- 
eignty. With David Ben-Gurion as its pre- 
mier, the government did the opposite. 

Where the government failed was in appre- 
hending and naming those responsible for the 
murder. That the group behind it had been 
Lehi was immediately suspected, and over the 
years the suspicion has been established as a 
fact. The identity of the participants had also 
become fairly certain. But it was not until the 
eve of Rosh Hashana that two of them public- 


ly identified themselves in the media. 

The act, they confirmed, had been carried 
out on orders of Lehi’s high command. And 
the reason they gave for breaking their silence 
now is that the State of Israel, though already 
40 years old, is again under a threat to its 
integrity. Which can only be interpreted as a 
hint, or more than a hint, that this threat may 
again require personal terrorism in the Lehi 
fashion. 

That there are those who, even 40 years 
later, still put their trust in methods that have 
more recently become associated with the Pal- 
estinian gang led by Abu Nidal, is alarming 
news. .And it is no less alarming to discover 
‘that their revelations have not excited any- 
thing like an appropriate response in high 
places, not even from those present members

The one place where. the revelations have 
raised a storm is Stockholm. It appears that 
Sweden wants still another apology from Isra- 
el for the assassination of Count Bernadotte. 
Why the original apology, 40 years ago, which 
was considered satisfactory at the time, has 
suddenly become satisfactory no longer, is not 
explained. Instead. dark warnings are being 
issued that dire consequences will follow Isra- 
el’s refusal to acquiesce in Sweden's demand. 

One explanation suggests itself. Sweden has 
lately been given to hostility towards Israel 
that is so virulent, and so unrestrained, that it 
affects even the thinking of its normally ratio- 
nal and once friendly government. Perhaps, 


«therefore, the high-minded Swedes do not 


realize, or do not care, that their apparent 
ascription of guilt for Bernadotte’s murder to 
Israel as a state is only grist to the mills of 
those who have always justified the act as 
supreme patriotism. 


Bedlam or bank? 


THE present chaotic situation at Bank Leumi 
is a matter of national importance of the first 
order. The public may have lost track of the 
exact details of the various scandals that have 
rocked the bank, and the claims and counter- 
claims of the feuding board members. Howev- 
er, it cannot have lost sight of the overriding

THE THREE most dramatic devel- 
opments in the Middle East during 
5748 were the Palestinian uprising in 
the West Bank and Gaza, King Hus- 
sein's renunciation of Jordanian 
claims to the territories, and the end 
of the Tran-Iraq war. All three 
events took Israel by surprise. 
During the season of soul-search- 
ing and stock-taking, it is appropri- 
ate to ask why surprises like these

NONETHELESS, Hussein did 
at behind some signposts: the re- 

igious establishment, a newspaper 
in East Jerusalem, some faithful ad- 
herents who still get substantial sala- 
ries and pensions from him. But 
these are all symbolic τοῖος of the 
past. The signposts Jordan left are, 
first and foremost, a kind of lookout 
position, wamiing-stations, to ap- 
prise him of what is happening in the 
land which is no fonger his, not even 
in his consciousness. 

He left behind the grave of his 
great-grandfather, the Sharif Hus- 
sein (of the Hejaz), buried within 
the compound of the Al-Aksa 

Mosque. Over that pave the Jorda- 
nian flag is engraved on stones. 
Whenever it is not defaced by the 
Palestinians, it is the only Jordanian 
flag still seen in public here. 


Despite the passage of time, there 
still remain many memories of the 
period of Jordanian rule. My friend, 
Y. H., took part in the assassination 
of Hussein’s grandfather, King 
Abdullah, at the Al-Aksa Mosque 
in 1950. Y. H. is today semi-para- 


lysed, unable to speak, but refuses 
to allow his identity to be made pub- 
fic in this connection. 

For eight months, Y. H., scion of 
a veteran, honoured Jerusalem fam- 
ily, vandered through the subterra- 
nean sewage system of the Old City 
to avoid being caught by the Jorda- 
nian security service. Then, one 
morning, his mother removed the 
manhole cover, and instead of hand- 
ing him bis breakfast as usual, told 
him he could emerge, everything 
was okay, “the coast is clear.”

Y. H. is unable to talk, but if he 
could he would speak of his joy at 
Hussein's decision. Two years ago, 
he said to me: “What is he doing 
here, that son of the desert? He was 
an ἰαναῦςτ here. No one Byes 


he has no place here, in the land of 
the Palestinians.” That was his 
stand: simple and direct. 


THE OWNERS OF the “National” 
Hotel in East Jerusalem also re- 
member Hussein, who used to eat in 
their restaurant on the roof, when 
visiting — both royally and privately. 

He has some friends here, his age 
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and older. Former senior officials, 
members of leading families; but, or. 
the whole, the generation conduct- 
ing the intifada doesn't remember 
him, and doesn't esteem him or his 
deeds. Jordan is “out.” (They would 
say yok.) A memory of the past, of 
those 19 years from 1948 to 1967. 
Like the inscription on the grave- 
stone of one of his young soldiers 
buried outside the Old City wall 
near the Damascus Gate. 

And who, in fact, saved the Pales- 
tinians of Jerusalem from the Israe- 
lis in 1948? Or who, if not his father, 
Tajal, fought on the walls of Jerusa- 
lem against the Israelis? But who 
remembers today, 40 years later, 
those bitter months? “Black Sep- 
tember” of 1970 is better remem- 
bered, as is the slaughter of Palestin- 
ians in Amman that harsh month, 
than the heroic deeds of the Jordani- 
an Legion in 1948. 

Hussein’s friends think he be- 
lieves this is rank ingratitude on the 
part of the Palestinians. But today, 
he feels both bitter, on the one 
hand, and sober, on the other; “if 
they don’t want me, I don't want 
them...” 

1948, the June War in 1967, the 
secret talks with Hussein in London 
~ all these are now nostalgia. So, 
there we are: the neighbour has de- 
parted and left us with our prob- 
lems: intifada, stone-throwing, Mo- 
lotov cocktails, the violent, 
unceasing strugeic, it appears, be- 
tween two peop! 

Well, εἶ ny ΕΝ anyhow, 
thanks for everything. It was nice. 
Even though you slunk off without 
saying goodbye.

- “THEY'RE NOT doves, they're 
swallows,” Likud campaign leaders 
had to explain amidst the flood of 
questions following the huge three- 
page spread of campaign ads pub- 
lished in weekend and holiday news- 
papers, showing the shadow of three 
birds flying upwards, towards the 
caption “Personal Security, Real 
- Peace, Free Economy.” 

Many were astonished to see, in 
last weekend's and holiday newspa- 
pers, that Likud's hawks had turned 

-Into what they thought were doves. 
In fact. without the second caption 
at the bottom of the page (“Only 
Likud Can”), it could easily be tak- 
en to be a Labour campaign ad. 
How many, after all, can tell the 
difference between doves and swal- 
lows? Even Likud spokesman, Dan- 
ny Naveh, was misied into thinking 
they were sea-gulls. 

Likud campaign publicity officer, 
Reuven Adler, said that the birds 
symbolized a breakthrough, opti- 
mism, peace and hope for better 
things. “We wanted something calm 
and peaceful, not explosive stuff.or 
Shamir's portrait. We think this way 
the ad is more positive, less aggres- 
sive,” he said. 

The ad is in keeping with Likud’s 
policy to conduct a rational, calm 
campaign, he added, aimed at both 
floating and not-floating votes. 

No sooner had the Israeli public 
managed to swallow the swallows, 
when it was hit by rabbits. Wednes- 
day’s Likud ads showed ἃ series -on 
different pages -- of a cute white 
rabbit, on which was written ““Rab- 
bit No. 1” with the caption “Shimon 
Peres's Rabbits.” Finally, on a full- 
page ad, the rabbit reappears with 
the slogan: “He who makes a gim- 
mick out of peace, will make ἃ gim- 
mick out of the state.”’- 

Unlike Labour, Adler did not 
think the rabbit ads deviated from 
the line of the reasonable, calm 
campaign. “It's the rabbit which 
Peres pulls out of his hat,” he ex- 
plained, but could not say whether 
there will be Rabbit No. 2 or No. 3 
in Jater ads. 

Labour also came out with large 
ads ~ on one page only — showing a 
‘confident Peres looking out over the 
slogan, in rough translation: “We 
Delivered." (literal translation: 
“We Promised - We Kept Our 
Promise.”) 

Arie Ruttenberg, one of the two 
Managers of Labour’s campaign ad- 
vertisers, Communication 88, said 
the ad was intended to convey reli- 
‘ability. It does not throw out. prom- 
*ises, like many others, but demon- 
Strates that what had been 
promised, had been kept. On the

basis of past promises which had 
been kept, the ad then lists the goals 
Labour will lead towards. It will 
strive for peace while maintaining 
security and will break out of the 
economic crisis.

Another ad, similar for all but the 
caption “It’s Time For A Really 
Good Year™ (the caption is a play 
on words, for “really” in Hebrew is 
Emet, comprising Labour's election 
letters), combines a new year’s 
greeting with the things which will 
make it a good year; peace, security, 
a decent economy and society. 

Commenting on Likud’s creativ- 
ity, compared to Labour’s some- 
what mundane presentation, Rut- 
tenberg said: “I think the people 
will vote for the person they desire 
as prime minister, not on what birds 
they prefer.” 

“They deny that the birds in their 
ads are doves — but doves are the 
birds that symbolize peace, not 
swallows.

RAFI-OMETZ leaders Yigael Hur- 
‘witz and Zalman Shoval, still licking 
their wounds at Likud’s intention to 
change their grading in the Knesset 
list, were inflicted another body 
blow this week. :

Shoval, however, referred us to 
the verdict of Herut’s High Court 
two months ago. rejecting Likud 
Knesset candidate Yisrael] Katz's 
appeal for an injunction against be- 
ing placed last on the Knesset list. 
Katz had appealed the agreement 
between Herut and the Liberals 
concerning the Liberal represeata- 


- tion in the list, claiming that the

The verdict, which Rafi-Omet 
believes applies to their case too, 
upholds Likud's agreements with 
other parties concerning the grading 
of the Knesset list.

two options: the peace process, or a 
deterioration of relations in the re- 
gion in the direction of war.

He outlined several changes that 
would have to occur before these 
security arrangements could be re- 
moved. First. a comprehensive 
peace would have to be achieved. 
He said a settlement without Syria 
could open up the whole conflict 
again. 

Second, the refugee problem 
would have to be solved in its entire- 
ty - even if one refugee camp was 
left, it would constitute a “booby 
trap" that could blow up the whole

GAZIT was asked about the differ- 
ences between the situations in Sinai 
and the West Bank. 

In Sinai, security arrangements

presence at Sharm e-Sheikb or at 
the Etzion airbase. Moreover, even

Cairo or in Alexandria. 

As we move from a Jordanian- 
centered solution to a Palestinian- 
centred solution, weren't the pro- 
posed security arrangements 
beyond the realm of political accept- 
ability — especially for the Palestin- 
ians? 

Gazit explained that the Egyptian 
case of security arrangements is rel- 
evant for the West Bank only as a 
general prin . but not for the 
modalities involved. He as- 
serted that the tough security ar- 
rangements that he pro) would 
be easier for the Palestinians to ac- 
cept than King Hussein. But he con- 
ceded that no Arab party was likely 
to come to an agreement on the 
basis of these security Ἀττάπρον 
fet ge for two reasons: ping 
rael was not proposing δι an 

ment, and because of the eu- 
ν oria on the Arab side. Eventual- 
ly, he believed, a “Sadat from the 
east” ‘would come forward who 
would negotiate on this basis. 
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In the meantime, he was asked, 
what was the use of forming an orga- 
nization that advanced a peace for- 
mula that had no more buyers than 
autonomy or territorial compro- 
mise? Gazit felt that even if the 
council's proposals were not accept- 
able to an Arab party, it was impor- 
tant to put forward a position that 
could renew the national consensus 
and alter Israel's image in the world. 


LEVRAN was asked whether Israc- 
li Security arrangements over Arab- 
controlied territory was an accept- 
able alternative to Israeli control. 

He found the new stress placed on 
security arrangements Politically 
alarming: “11 has to be explained to 
the public that if once the debate in 
Israel was between “the Whole Land 
of Israel’ and territorial compro- 
mise, today most of the reserve offi- 
cers in the other organization and in 
the political system backing them 
are no longer talking about territori- 
al compromise, but rather about se- 
curity arrangements alone.“ 

Asked again to relate to the ques- 
tion of security arrangements, Lev- 
ran suid he did not believe in such 

“gimmicks. He then expressed 
doubt about the acceptability of 
such arrangements to the other side. 
He referred to a comment he attrib- 
uted to the Palestinian-American 
scholar, Walid Khalidi, that a Pales- 
tinian state without an army would 
be the laughing stock of the Arab 
world. 

Pressed to consider a hypothetical 
situation in which the Arab side ac- 
cepted security arrangements, Lev- 
ran was asked why such arrange- 
ments were inferior, in his view, to 
territorial compromise. 

He spoke of three deficiencies in 
the security-arrangements concept. 
First, security arrangements are eas- 
ily negotiated downwards ~ Israel 
might start by requesting substantial 
formations of the IDF on Arab terri- 
tory and end up with small patrols 
and observation posts. 

Second, security arrangements 
have limited flexibility -- Israel may 
one day need military facilities not 
covered by the terms of the original 
treaty. Third, security arrangements 
are only temporary and are a pres- 
tiption for disputes. As a general 
rule, Levran said, when ternitory is 
under your sovereign control, you 
can do whatever you need to do ina 
given area. Levran said he preferred 
@ peace strategy based on the auton- 
omy proposals associated with the 
Camp. David agreements. He did 
not speculate on their acceptabilty 
to a potential Arab partner in the 
future. 
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Making sense of the weather 


THE WEATHER. We all talk 
about it, complain about it and on 
occasion we are all critical of the 


If asked about the weather in Isra- 
el, most people would id that 
the summers are hot and dry and the 


at the ground. In the extra-tropics, 
tans so-called mid-latitudes, the near 

balance among these three effects 
produces the familiar high and low 
pressure which we associate 
with clear and stormy weather 


respectively. 
in a high, , the air near the ground 


The relatively small daily varia- 
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tions in the shape and position of the 
jet stream are in part responsible for 
the development of weather sys- 
tems. On the other hand, the fairly 
large seasonal change in its position 
determines the difference in charac- 
ter between our summer and winter 
weather. 

In the summer, the average posi- 
tion of the jet stream is across the 
northern part of Europe and so ail 
of the summer storms pass well to 
the north of Israel. In the winter, 
the jet stream is di: to the 
south, and passes over the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. In addition, in winter 
the atmosphere is more energetic 
and therefore more storms are gen- 
erated, These two factors thus ex- 
plain why our winter weather con- 
sists of a sequence of storms that 
pass over us on average of once a 
week. 

The science of meteorology 
advanced significantly since the end 
of World War Il. These advances 
are apparent in both our under- 
standing of the physics of the atmo- 
sphere as well as in our ability to 
forecast the weather. However, in 
both cases we are limited by the fact 
that our observations are always in- 
complete. Today, on a worldwide 
network of weather stations, mea- 
surements of temperature, wind, 
pressure and humidity are made sev- 
eral times a day. However, these 
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stations are often separated by hun- 
dreds of kilometres and are concen- 
trated over land. Observations over 
the oceans, which account for nearly 
three quarters of the area of the 
world, are few and far between. 


IN RECENT YEARS, the advent 
of weather satellites has to some 
extent alleviated this problem. 
These satellites provide nearly con- 
tinuous measurements of tempera- 
ture and cloud-cover over large por- 
tions of the earth. This 
supplementary information is quite 
helpful in locating and tracking vari- 
ous weather systems. 

Twice a day, the data from all 
over the worid is collected at several 
centres and then redistributed to the 
various national weather services 
for analysis and forecasting pur- 
poses. The forecast is then produced 
in several steps, which combine both 
computer models and human inter- 
pretation. 

The major limitation in producing 
the computer forecast is the level of 
computer power. The largest fore- 
cast centres, such as the European 
Centre for Medium-Range Weather 
Forecasts in England and the Na- 
tional Meteorological Centre in the 
United States, use the latest super- 
computers which are capable of pro- 
ducing worldwide 10-day forecasts 
within a few hours. 
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THE FORECASTER is then 
charged with the task of taking this 
computer output and combining it 
with his knowledge and intuition to 
produce a /ocal forecast. In doing 
this, he must take into account vari- 
ous factors such as time of day and 
local terrain. 

The skill of the forecast is some- 
thing that is judged both objectively 
and subjectively. The objective 
methods include a variety of statisti- 
cal tests which compare the forecast 
and the verifying data. In general, 
forecasts show some skill even at 
Day Six, although clearly the Day 
One and Day Two forecasts are the 
most accurate. 

The subjective judgement is what 
the general public observes and 
compares to the forecast. 

ΙΕ writer is a Haifa meteorologist 
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BURMA IS IN the news again. 
Twenty-six years after ousting prime 
minister U Nu in a swift, bloodless 
coup and arresting or exiling most of 
the leading politicians he had served 
under as chief of staff, General Ne 
Win retired. But this outgoing, 
mildly Western-oriented crusader 
against inefficiency and corruption, 
with a quality of statesmanship, had 
turned into a lonely dictator, deeply 
distrustful of ail foreigners and of 
every Burman around him, even his 
truest friends. 

He consciously isolated Burma 
from the outside world and per- 
formed the remarkable feat of tum- 
ing it from one of the wealthiest 
Third World agricultural countries 
into ane of its poorest. With his 
departure, the tid, tightly held down 

Ne Win's army. blew off and 
released all the pent-up anger and 
frustration of what had been a smil- 
ing, easygoing people. And there, 
cheered by demonstrating crowds, is 
of Ὁ Nu again trying, true to char- 
acter, to calm them down and keep - 
them from excesses they would 
come to regret. ἢ 

For much of the world, all this is 
of fleeting interest. providing tele- 
viewers with footage of riots in a 
remote place. Not so for Israel. Bur- 
ma was for many years Israel's focal 
point in the Third World, the show 
window of its willingness and ability 
to share with others the experience 
it had itself accumulated in agricul- 
tural and other development. 

The reputation Israel had earned 
in Burma attracted other new na- 
tions, and not a fittle of what fol- 
Jowed in our close relationships else- 
where had its origins there. In the 
heyday of our activity there, hun- 
dreds of Burmans, accompanied by 
their families, were training in kib- 
butzim and in a variety of institu- 
tions, and large numbers of Israeli 
technicians in Burma helped run en- 
terprises from moshav-like villages 
to construction companies and ship- 
ping lines to pharmaceutical compa- 
nies and much, much more. 

Every self-respecting Israeli poli- 
tician and official simply had to have 
visited Burma. For a whole genera- 
tion.of Israelis in the late Fifies and 
early Sixties, Burma touched a 
strong sentimental chord. Some of 
that feeling still lingers. The king- 
pins on the Burmese side of that 
relationship were U Nu with his 
chief lieutenants and, yes, until his 
coup, also Ne Win and his senior 
officers. 


WHAT KIND OF man is U Nu? As 
Istael's ambassador to Burma from 
1960 to 1963, I witnessed the exten- 
sion of our ties to its greatest scale 
and intimacy, as well as the begin- 
ning of their decline with Burma's 
self-isolation under Ne Win. 

At the time, U Nu was a complex 
person. He enjoyed being prime 
minister but bad little talent for run- 
ning a state and did not hesitate to 
hand over power temporarily to oth- 
ers, more than once. His moral au- 
thority as leader of party and coun- 
try was paramount, even during his 
periods of almost monastic with- 
drawal, but his closest associates 
had little but scorm for his lack of 
practicality. 

Although he was utterly decent 
and honest, he did little to keep 
others on the straight and narrow 
path. A devout Buddhist, he got 
Parliament to declare Buddhism the 
state religion but the next day flew 
off to an animist shrine on holy 
Mount Popa and asked the spirits’ 
forgiveness. 

Trusting and in ἃ way naive, he 
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The one-time leader now cheered by 
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κυ: ἘΜ ΕΚ 
U Νὰ in Israel in 1955. 
was nobody's fool. Once his suspi- 


cions were aroused, it became diffi- G 


cult to overcome them. [n 1958, he 
handed over power, suddenly and 
voluntarily, to Ne Win for a pre- 
stated period of two years, so the 
energetic chief of staff might put 
Burma's bouse in order for him. Yet 
soon after, he came as a private 
citizen het Νε Win and matey 
spare the lives of Rangoon'’s 100, 
stray dogs, that tropical capital's 
main health hazard. His request 
firmly turned down, he never re- 
turned to the subject, his Buddhist 
duty done. 

He cultivated good relations with 
East and West. but was probably the 
world's only truly non-aligned lead- 
er. Ne Win, introducing at home a 
Strange kind of oppressively dull 
“Burmese Road to Socialism,” kept 
to that part of 1) Nu’s policy and left 
the group of non-aligned nations be- 
cause it had abandoned the principle 
that had brought it into being in the 
first place. 


ISRAEL HAD A special place in U 
Nu’s scheme of things. His affinity 
was to individuals, to Israet’s social- 
democratic type of government and 
to its forward-looking society of 
those days. In 1955, after relations 
had got into a fast stride, he became 
the first incumbent prime minister 
to visit this country. He formed a 
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deep, lasting friendship with Ben- 


jurion. 
Ysrael became the natural place to 
turn to when advice and practical 
assistance were needed, in a seem- 
ingly endless variety of areas. To U 
Nu’s mind, there was almost nothing, 
Israél ‘could not-do, and our clean 
intentions were above suspicion, 
rightly so. In my days as ambassa- 
dor, it had become almost impossi- 
ble to tum down a request of his for 
professional help. Protestations of 
inexperience in this field or that met 
with utter disbelief. 

Already in 1956, Moshe Sharett. 
freshly out of office, with this writer 
in tow, had been received in Ran- 
goon as a beloved brother, 

In December 1961, Ben-Gurion 
was at long last about to visit Bur- 
ma. He had innocently planned to 
come for nothing but 10 days of 
meditative seclusion, with a talk or 
two with his good friend thrown in. 

U Nu summoned me a month 
ahead of time. He would have noth- 
ing of that. Ben-Gurion's desire for 
meditation was a wonderful thing, 
but a week-long state visit with full 
pomp had to be added. 

Then, U Nu did what probably πὸ 
ptime minister had ever done for a 
visiting colleague: he and his family 
vacated their private home for those 
17 days for Ben-Gurion to move in. 
He also recalled that in Israet he had 
been told we were not supposed to 
eat certain things. Yes, no pork, πὸ 
seafood: he would see to that. As a 
result, for a week of official dinners, 
the only decent catered food being 
Chinese, everybody who was any- 
body in Rangoon ate soybean pork, 
soybean duck and soybean shrimp. 
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And everybody cursed U Nu. for his 
vegetarianism, and not B-G's pre- 
sumed kashrut, was believed to be 
the cause. 

The emotional highlight of the 
visit was the flight to a group of 
moshavim far up in Burma’s north. 
As Ben-Gurion stepped off the rick- 
ety OC-3. hundreds of flag-waving 
Burmese children received him sing- 
ing “Hevenu Shalom Aleichem.~ 
Few people can ever have seen B-G 
with tears in his eyes, but they were 
glistening then as he muttered re- 
peatedly: “‘Who would have thought 
of this in Sejera?” — meaning: Who, 
when he was ἃ farm labourer in 
Lower Galilee 1908, would have 
dreamt that one day Israelis would 
be teaching cooperative agriculture 
to an agricultural people on China's 
borders? 

The delicate moment of the visit 
was when U Nu, flying with Ben- 
Gurion over Burma’s arid zone in 
the country’s centre, asked his guest 
— straight-faced -- to temporarily 
take over that area, 10 times the size 
of Israel, in order to make it blos- 
som like the Negev. How does one 
turn down such an honour? B-G 
agreed to try our hand on a small 
comer of the area. 


IT WAS in keeping with the nature 
of both men that, while their talks 
included Middle East politics, their 
focus was on world affairs, history, 
Judaism and Buddhism. It was 
about the latter that their only quar- 
rel emerged, following the farewell 
dinner at our residence - when a 
small group from among the 75 
guests sat in a corner of the immense 
gardens and plunged into Buddhist 
teachings. B-G. ever the straight 
talker, showed up what he believed 
were errors in U Nu’s analysis. The 
reaction was a rare flash of anger, 
and the only Burmese Roman Cath- 
olic in the group had to smooth 
things over. 


Golda Meir, then foreign minis- 
ter, followed B-G to Rangoon six 
weeks later. Again a plorious visit 
and magnificent hospitality, but 
there was an undercurrent of ner- 
vousness. U Nu and Ne Wir were by 
then on strained terms, concealed 
from the public as much as possible. 
Each hosted and guided Golda sepa- 
rately. Ne Win spoke to her disdain- 
fully about the country’s politicians 
but gave πο inkling of impending 
doom. He invited her to sit with him 
while he addressed a large group of 
officers -- in Palace = 
nothing significant in the tone ΟἹ 
voice Sf fis address, but as we 
walked away, Golda whispered: 
“He is planning a coup soon.” 

Ata large dinner at our residence, 
hosted by Meir, U Nu and Ne Win 
were at the centre table. chatting 
politely with each other, reasonably 
good friends as far as anyone could 
see. It was the last time they met. A 
fortnight later, Ne Win had staged 
bis coup and U Nu was in jail. The 
next day the new leader summoned 
me to his home to hear a lengthy 
justification - for B-G's and Golda’s 
benefit, no doubt — of what he had 
just done. 

Israel had never meddled, but he 
evidently did not expect us to be 
quite indifferent to the fate of a 
long-time trusted friend; and in 
those days, he was still on the closest 
terms with Israel. For probably 
quite different reasons, U Nu was 
soon released on his promise to stay 
away from politics, and sent off to 
exile in Thailand. Permitted many 
years later to return, he seems to 
have kept his promise — until now, 
when it no longer matters. 

He may still be an object of nos- 
talgia for different times; whether, 
at age 75 or so, he will wish to be in 
the limelight again is another mat- 
ter. To Israel, he is a reminder of 
what we once meant to many young 
nations, and of what we could mean 
once again. 
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The Mauritius exile: 


Victims of a paradise

LATE LAST month Rita Deutsch 
returned as an honoured guest to 
the Central Prison of Mauritius at 
Beau Bassin, where she was held for 
four and a half years with about 
1,500 other “illegal immigrants” de- 
ported from Mandatory Palestine by 
the British in the early days of 
World War Tl. 

“The prison looks exactly the 
same and the visit brought back 
memories of my negative and posi- 
tive experiences there,” Deutsch 
said. While interned in the prison 
camp, Deutsch’s father, Bernhard 
Friedmann, died of malaria. But 
there Deutsch also met her hus- 
band, Joseph. 

Deutsch was one of seven Israeli 
former detainees and their relatives 
to visit Mauritius, an island in the 
Indian Ocean about 800 kilometres 
east of Madagascar, in August. 
They went to dedicate a plaque at 
the island's Jewish cemetery, where 
128 detainees are buried, to the 
memory of a non-Jew who had vol- 
untarily tended the graves. During 
their visit, Deutsch said, the Israelis 
re-experienced the feelings of depri- 
vation of freedom and of homeless- 
ness, but also were reminded of

rived in Palestine from Central Eu- 
rope in late 1940 without 
immigration certificates. Because it 
was highly unusual for Jews to be 
permitted to Jeave German-occu- 
pied territory, some of them believe 
the Germans [εἴ them go in order to 
stir up Arab resentment against the 
British in Palestine. 

The British Mandatory authori- 
ties, for their part, were singularly 
unsympathetic to the refagees. Or- 
dering them expelled from Palestine 
to Manritius, the authorities stipu- 
lated that “it is not contemplated 
that they should remain in Mauritius 
or be allowed to come to Palestine.” 

Many refugee families were actu- 
ally tom apart by the exile, with 
children remaining in Palestine or 
serving in the Allied armies while 
parents were sent off to the remote 
Island. 

“Life was unpleasant there,”’ said 
Dr. Aharon Zwergbaum, who'head- 
ed the Zionist Association of Mauri- 
tius, which lobbied for the detain- 
ees’ right to immigrate to Palestine. 
“The camp commander placed a [ot 
of unnecessary restrictions on us. 
We couldn't leave the camp without 
special permission. which in good 
times was granted once every six 
weeks.” 


ALTHOUGH Mauritius resembles 
“a paradise,” according to many 
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travellers, the prison at Beau Bassin 
certainly did not fit that description. 
Men were kept in spartan individual 
cells in the main prison, which were, 
however, left unlocked. Women 
were housed in groups of about 30 in 
-cortugated huts in an adjacent com- 
pound, “The worst thing about the 
experience was the complete lack of 
privacy.” Deutsch recalled. 

The detainees recall that there 
were no instances of brutality or cru- 
elty on the part of the British war- 
dens. Moreover, the harsher restric- 
tions on freedom of movement and 
activities were lifted towards the end 
of the war. 

In February 1945, word was re- 
ceived that the refugees would be 
permitted to go to Palestine. After 
delays caused by an epidemic, a hur- 
ricane and a shortage of ships, 1,320 
Mauritius detainees, including 60 
children born in the camp, landed in 
Haifa on August 26, 1945. 

The Hebrew-inscribed tomb- 
stones of the 128 refugees buried on 
Mauritius bear witness to a colour- 
ful, if bitter, chapter in Jewish histo- 
ry. But there is no Jewish communi- 
ty on the island to preserve the 
graves. 

A few years after the detainees 
left, a Catholic architect named Jac- 
ques Demarrais, citing his “feeling 
of brotherhood” toward the Jews, 
assumed responsibility for maintain- 
ing of the cemetery, which he did 
uatil his death in 1983. The Medine 


er on the. isl paid several la- 
bourers to help Demarmais. 

In the early 1960s, when a hurti- 
cane damaged many of the tomb- 
stones, Demarrais painstakingly re- 
traced their Hebrew lettering, based 
on a calligraphic form sent to him 
from South Africa. “Demarrais was 
@ modest, unassuming man charac- 
terized by a strong feeling for hu- 
manity,” said Rudolph Rafaeli, 
chairman of the South African Jew- 
ish Appeal, who encouraged De- 
marrais. Rafaeli and the executive 
director of the South African Jewish 
Board of Deputies, Alec Goldberg, 
decided to install a plaque commem- 
orating Demarrais and his act at the 
cemetery. 


THE DEDICATION ceremony, 
held August 24, provided an oppor- 
tunity for the former detainees to be 
Teunited with members of the camp 
staff who had helped them during 
their internment. Among these was 
H.H. Hargraves, the kindhearted 
former assistant commander, who, 
the ex-detainees say, not only tried 
to humanize conditions inside the 
camp, but also sympathized with 
their efforts to gain entry into 
Palestine. 

“Hargraves combined his sense of 
duty with a strong humanitarian im- 
pulse,” says Aaron Zwergbaum.

THERE IS a vast literature in Jew- 
ish tradition dealing with many 85- 
pects of teshuva. Each generation 
discovered ever new insights into shen 
meaning and From this 
abundance of material, we would 
like to present here, briefly, three, 
somewhat unconventional, views. 

These novel approaches to fe- 
shuva come from three prominent 
rabbis who are linked together not 
only by biographical proximity of 
their literary activity within the span 
of a century, from 5600 to 5700 (ap- 
prox. 1850-1950), but also in their 
main contention of the close connec- 
tion between feshuva (repentance) 
and geula (redemption). This, in it- 
self, was not of course a new idea 
and was developed at length both in 
the Bible (Deuteronomy ch. 30; Isa- 
jah 44:22) and rabbinic literature 
(TB Yoma 86b). What was new 
about their interpretation was the 
direct and explicit application of the 
two terms to the realities of their 
own days. 

The three are Yebnda Hai Alkalai 
(Sarajevo 1798-Jerusalem 1878). 
Abraham Isaac Hacohen Kook 
(Grajova 1865-Jerusalem 1935) and 
Εἰ B. Soloveitchik (Pruzene 
1903, now residing in Boston, 
USA). 

Ail three rabbis, whose teachings 
were not restricted to the academic 
sphere, but had and still have a 
marked impact on modern Jewish 


without binding yourself may apply 
in the U.S.. but does it apply here? 
Recenily, tT have heard some rather 
oddball arguments from liberals 
why it would be a good thing if the 
Likud came to power.

The 
acting by William Holden and Faye 
Dashaway -- making love across the 
TV abyss — was great. The film end- 
ed with a wonderful punch line: “He 
made history -- he was the first per- 
son to be kilied because he dropped 
in the television ratings.” 

1 wonder why Israel Television 
thought that they should usher out 
the old year with Luciano Visconti's 
The Damned, about the early years 
of the Nazi rise to power. Visconti 
really went to town with a presenta- 
tion of such Gothic horrors as 
Roehm orgies and incestuous love- 
making and Nazi massacres. The 
camera lingered lovingly over every 
horrifying detail of these events. In 
a way it was fascinating, but I could 
not help wondering what the Rosh 
Hashana message was supposed to 
be.

thought (Alcalai is considered a di- 
rect forerunner of Herzl in Zion- 
ism), hold that repentance connotes 
redemption (clearly distinct from 
the Christian idea of personal salva- 
tion). However, each of them com- 

hends redemption in a thorough- 
fy different dimension. 

For Rabbi Alkalai aed ρει on 
proving it in a great number of pu 
seed which he penned) teshuva 
simply means “return,” and that 
means one thing only, the return of 
Jews to their land, which spells also 
their “redemption. “ἢ Alcaiai distin- 
guishes between “private” repen- 
tance from sins, which is of second- 
ary importance, and “general” 
return of the people to their land, 
which is the true return “ordered by 
Tora and demanded by the 
prophets.” 

For Rabbi Kook too, teshuva 
means first and foremost “retum,” 
but with him this takes on a cosmic- 
universal dimension: the return of 
the world to its pristine state and 
nearness to God in which the na- 
tional return suggested by Rabbi Al- 
calai is an inseparable part, as is the 
personal return of each individual. 

Rabbi Soloveitchik, in contrast to 
the former two, sees the link be- 
tween repentance and redemption 
in the individualistic, personal expe- 
rience of zeshuva which, according 
to him (see my book On Repentance 
in the Thought of Rabbi Soloveit- 
chik, Paulist Press, 1980), rests 
mainly on an esthetic-psychological 
“redemption,” resulting from the 
catharsis involved in the process of 
teshuva. 

All three approaches, seemingly 
so different from each other, are in 
fact genuine expressions of the tra- 
ditional Jewish search for the true 
understanding of one of the greatest 
innovations of Judaism. They all 
base themselves on the same classi- 
cal sources, but are also very much 
influenced by the spirit of their 
times. 


Rabbi Peli is Blechner Professor 
of Jewish thought and literature, 
Ben-Gurion University of the Negev. 
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WHY DOES the school year start 
just before the High Holydays? Why 
not wait until the celebrations finish, 
and then begin in earmest? The 
uestion was asked on the First 
annel’s “Unknown Land” last 
week, last year, and just a few days 
after the children went back to 
school. 
The panel of educators was not 
unanimous in answering.

The timing of the new school year 
is a good question, though I person- 
ally am not much wiser than I was 
before. 1 wonder whether it’s raised 
in many schools. One entering class 
at our local high school was already 
having its first two-day tip that 
week. 

Gaps keep growing, don’t they? 
Wherever you look, awful gaps are 
yawning. (Why are gaps always so 
tired? Possibily because they must 
turn up in so many guises: credibil- 
ity, trade, communication, tecth.) 
The one I have in mind, wide and 
widely met, is the gap between the 
horrendous reality of news broad- 
casts and the tinkle-gurgle of the 
advertisements. This gap effect is, of 
course, encountered everywhere in 
the free world, where hourly disas- 
ter announcements are interspersed 
with snack and detergent plugs. 

Here, though, the news is some- 
how more violently on top of us at 
all times, and the call to find happi- 
ness by buying goodies strikes a tone 
that is even more unreal. Anyone 
wishing to take up the curious hobby 
of blocking out the news and hear- 
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ing only the ads would find him/ 
herself in a world where the deci- 
sion-making process covering a se- 
vies of heartrending choices be- 
tween diapers. banks, drinks, and 
toilet paper. Aside from this night- 
marisb choice problem, though, it's 
a wonderful world. All other prob- 
lems are solved, the worst being 
troublesome stomach-gas. But you 
pay in unlinked instalments, and 
may win a free trip. 

Here’s bow things were, pro- 
gramme-wise, at six in the evening 
on the last Wednesday of the year. 
“Any Questions.” on the Second 
Channel, was devoted to rape and 
how it is or should be dealt with. 
The Army Channel's “Military 
Magazine” was dealing, at least at 
the point when I arrived, with the 
uprising in the territories.

Israel at the Games 


Esther Roth, 
Israel's most 
successful 
Olympic athlete, 
talks to Danny 
Ben-Tal about her 
past and the 
tragedy that befell 
Israel at Munich 


OF ALL ISRAEL'S track and field 
athletes. hurdler/sprinter Esther 
Roth is universally acknowledged as 
the greatest. She also has other attri- 
butes of note and could easily be 
type-cast as the classic sabra -- whose 
dark handsome features frequently 
light up in the broadest of smiles. 

Asan athlete for Hapoel Tel Aviv 
in the 1960s and early 1970s then 
Esther Shachamorov set new Israel 
standards in all-round athletics. Her 
career took her to all comers of the 
wortd. She came sixth in the 1976 
Montreal Olympics 100m hurdles fi- 
nal, and fourth in the 1977 Dussel- 
dorf World Cup. For 15 years she 
competed with the world’s best, 
amassing five gold medals and 2 sil- 
ver at the Asian Games, and three 
Maccabiah golds. 

Despite her considerable achieve- 
ments. the dark cloud of the 1972 
Munich Olympics still hangs over 
her life. As a 19-year-old first-time 
Olympiad, she had already reached 
the semi-finals of the 100m hurdles 
when Palestinian terrorists cold- 
bloodedly murdered 11 of the Israeli 
delegation, among them her coach 
Amitzur- Shapira. 

Now aged 36, she lives with ber 
video-film producer husband Peter 
and their two children Yaron (14), 
and Michal (4) in a pleasant Herz- 
liya cottage. She still has the gait of a 


great athlete, with a proud, long- 


striding walk and strong shoulders. 


Her unassuming warmth and 
straightfowardness are aptly demon- 
strated as she gesticulates with her 
hands, her friendly brown eyes 
shining. 

“I still keep myself active. As well 
as my full time job as a physical 
education teacher in Ra’anana, I 
find the time to play tennis and bas- 
ketball, to swim, and, of course, to 
tun.” As she looks forward to a 
great fortnight of televised sport 
from Seoul she reminisces about her 
own ΓΙ ast. 

wAtthe pe ar 1442, I was sent by 
my school in the Kiryat Shalom 
quarter of South Tel Aviv for a try- 
out with Hapoel coach Amitzur Sha- 
pira. He was a sprinter himself, and 
i remember beating him in a sixty- 
metre dash on our first meeting. I 
was with him from that day on until 
Munich. 

“In 1970 we went to the Asian 
Games in Bangkok. I was still an 
unknown, and Amitzur didn’t know 
into which event to enter me. As I 
was considered to be an all-round 
athlete, he decided that I should 


have a bash at the Pentathlon (100m. 


hurdles, 260m, fong-jump, high- 
jump, shot put). I took the gold 
medal, plus another gold in the 
100m and a silver in the long jump. 

“The next two years were spent 
living and training at the Wingate 
Institute, and competing in Europe, 
with one target in mind — the Mu- 
nich Olympics. Compared with how 
athletes prepare themselves nowa- 
days, our approach was completely 
amateurish. We trained only five 
days a week. 

“When it came to Munich, I 
didn’t have a clue what to expect. I 
was still very young, and I remem- 
ber spending the first few days there 
in a state of shock. The event was 
like nothing I had ever seen before, 
with thousands of athletes from all 
over the world. The last thing on my 
mind was the possibility of a terror- 
ist attack. We had been briefed 


about suspicious objects, but no-one 
expected anything terrible to 
happen. 

“I was sharing a room with the 
only other girl in the party, swimmer 
Shlomit Nir. We were far away from 
the men, who had their own sepa-~ 
rate quarters. Although I originally 
planned to compete only in the 
100m hurdles, Amitzur had put me 
down for the 100m sprint as weil in 
order to give me some practical ex~ 
perience of running in front of such 
a huge crowd. To everyone's su-~ 
prise, I got through all three heats 
successfully, but missed a place in 
the final by just a thousandth of a 
second. 

“Amitzur was worried that the 
races would wear me down before 
the hurdling competition began -- 
that, after all, was my ‘official’ 
event. In the hurdles heat, four of 
the six competitors were to qualify 
for the semi-final. On paper I was 
the weakest of the six, but I still 
managed to come home in fourth 
place. I remember so well Amitzur 
bugging me at the race's end and 
saying ‘Esther -- you've just made 
me the happiest man in the worid.” 

“I was the only Israeli left in the 
Olympics, and the whole tearm ral- 
lied around me. That evening we 
were all invited to watch Israeli ac- 
tor Shmuel Rudensky star in Fiddler 
on the Roof. Amitzur, who knew a 
little Yiddish, translated for me. I 
remember the whole team going 
back stage. We had become such a 
tightly-knit family, spirits were sky- 


“After the bus returned us to the 
Olympic village, I went to sleep. as I 
wanted to prepare properly for my 
semi-final race two days Jater. In the 
middle of the night, I was woken by 
Shlomit loudly knocking on the 
door. My mind was on one thing 
only at the time — the race, and [ 
automatically threw my running kit 
on. [ was still half-asleep when I 
opened the door. 


“Shiomit, as white as a sheet, 
broke the news to me of the attack 
on the men’s quarters, although at 
that stage nobody knew anything 
about casualties. We spent the next 
few hours, together with the few 
members of the team who had man- 
aged to escape the terrorists, hud- 
died in fright in one room, while 
receiving contradictory snippets of 
information from the local media. 
By mid-morning, it had become ap- 
parent that two of the team were 
dead. Even though we didn't know 
who they were. 

“Despite our fear, at that stage 
everyone agreed that I should dem- 
onstrate our determination to com- 
pete, and I continued to prepare 
myself psychologically for the race. 

“ΤῊ never forget as long as I live 
watching from afar that afternoon as 
our boys were marched, hands tied 
behind their backs, heads bent, to 
the awaiting helicopter that the ter- 
rorists had demanded. Hundreds of 
people stood on balconies far above 
the action and took photographs. I 
felt disgusted by that sight. I was 
given two sleeping-pills by a doctor, 
which put me out all night. 

“When I opened my eyes early 
the next morning, I knew immedi- 
ately from everybody's faces that a 
tragedy had befallen the hostages. 
‘The commemoration service in the 
stadium was horrible, and, seedless 
to say, the Israeli team pulled out 
immediately. 

“Peace, Brotherhood, the Olym- 
pic Spirit -- all these exploded in 
front of my eyes. Such a trauma can 
never be forgotten, and 1 had no 
desire to return to the athletics are- 
na afterwards.” 


ON HER RETURN to Israel, she 
quit athletics, later marrying Peter 
Roth, a member of the national 
gymnastics team. It was he who per- 
suaded her to return to competition, 
eventually taking Shapira's place as 
her personal coach. 
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“One day an invitation came to 
compete in an international tourna- 
ment in South Africa. Despite only 
three weeks training, I went, and 1 
beat my personal best mark over the 
100m hurdles. ὃ became the centre 
of attraction there, and the whole 
experience brought back my appe- 
tite for competition. 

~But I never really got over Mu- 
nich, and every race from then on 
reminded me of 1972. Soon I was 
the only one of the Munich squad 
still competing. 

“Mv international comeback 
came just six months after Yaron 
was born, at the 1974 Asian Games 
in Teheran. Despite the Caesarean 
birth that had prevented me from 
traming for three months, I man- 
aged to collect golds in the 100m, 
200m and 100m hurdle events. 1 lat- 
er went into a serious training re- 
gime at Wingate. designed to build 
up loose muscles and improve stami- 
na.” The Montreal Olympics two 
vears away were in mind. 

“L entered the 100m hurdies event 
in Montreal, with a feeling of unfin- 
ished business from Munich. Al- 
though I didn't really know what to 
expect, I managed to come sixth in 
the final. I was the top westerner. 

“By 1976, things had already 
changed. In many ways Munich was 
the last real amateur Olympics, and 
western athletes, by definition part- 
timers, were at a distinct 
disadvantage. 

“Peter pushed me on and up to- 
wards the next big event — the 1980 
Olympics in Moscow. But, as we all 
know, by then the Games were no 
longer only about pure sport. When 
Israel pulled out, together with most 
of the Western bloc countries, I was 
bitterly disappointed. What does 
Afghanistan have to do with us? In 
all my years as an athlete, I was 
always on the best of terms with my 
rivals, no matter where they came 
from.” 

After the Moscow letdown, she

LOOKING BACK on her illustri- 
ous career as the only Israeli athlete 
to gain intemational recognition, 
she says: “For 15 years, 1 was at the 
top in Israel.

Only 
three months after having my first 
baby, I returned to the track, as if 
nothing had happened. I remember 
beating the Polish-Jewish runner, 
Irena Szewinska, who later became 
a world-beater in the Munich 100m.

Forecasters warned, however, 
that Gilbert could quickly intensify 
over warm gulf waters and a hurni- 
cane watch was posted along the 
entire coast of Texas. 

Bob Sheets, director of the Na- 
tional Hurricane Centre in Miami, 
said Gilbert's eye - the centre of a 
massive 1,600 km. wide storm — was 
expected to crash ashore as early as 
today, most likely along the south 
Texas coast. 

“It’s a giant storm, big enough to 
fill the entire Gulf of Mexico,” 
Sheets said. 

The Defence Department yester- 
day ordered all U.S. Navy ships 
based along the Gulf of Mexico to 
sea and moved aircraft from the 
path of Gilbert. 

The Defence Department said

Nathan also disclesed that he had given Arafat a list of 
names and pictures of Israeli prisoners which he bad 
obtained from the IDF. He said that Arafat claimed not 
to have any knowledge about the wherebouts of those 
prisoners, but promised to locate their captors and give 
Nathan the information as a humanitarian gesture.

Central American envoys mark independence

The ambassadors of Casta Rica, 
Guatemala, Honduras and Εἰ Salva- 
dor celebrated the 167th anniversa- 
ry of their joint independence from 
Spain last night in Jerusalem ~ de- 
spite pressure from some diplomats 
to mark the event outside the 
capital. 

The Tel Aviv-based envoys of 
Guatemala and Honduras joined

Jerusalem Hilton; with fewer than 
half of the 180 invited guests in at- 
tendance. Not all the Latin Ameri- 
can countries were represented, nor 
were the U.S., Britain or France. 
The timing of the function was 
bad from the perspective of Israeli 
representation. Prime Minister Sha- 
mir and Foreign Minister Peres were 
still abroad in Budapest and London 
respectively, so each of their offices 
sent representatives. a 
However, Jerusalem Mayor Ted- 
dy Kollek tore himself away from 


another function in order to express 
his good wishes and appreciation. 
Honduras ambassador Moises 
Starkman Pinel told The Jerusalem 
Post that the four envoys decided to 
celebrate in Jerusalem “where we 
present our letters of credence and 
where the government functions." 
Pinel, 35, who took up his ap- 
pointment three years ago, is a grad- 
uate of the Hebrew University and 
the first Honduras ambassador to 
serve here. He is also non-resident 
ambassador to Greece.

Leumi: Whose bank is it anyway?

ALOT OF people are fed up with 
Bank Leumi. 


Among the general public, people 
aking ever- aa. efforts to

never-ending series of scandals, 
each one branching out into sub- 
scandals in an almost geometric pro- 
gression.

This article, however, does not 
seek to probe the events of the last 
few years at Leumi, Instead, it will 
try to open up an entirely new as- 
pect of the mega-problem that 
Leumi has become. What concerns 
us is the basic issue — the one that 


‘We would suggest that if this 
question had an answer, most of the 
other problems at Leumi would find 
a solution as well. But it seems there 
is mo satisfactory answer. Maybe 
there was one around 1899, but if so 
—— Maybe there will be a new 

soon, when the government de- 
cides what it will do‘with the banks 
after it buys in their shares in a few 
weeks" time. In the interim, there is 
only a question-mark, and that is 
not an ive tool for running any 
business, least of all a bank. 

What follows involves Jewish and 


interplay of politics and economics 
in the best Israeli tradition. If you 
are interested in how the Israeli 
economy developed, or what is go- 
ing to become of it in the future - or 
if you are merely one of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of Israelis and 
Diaspora Jews with an account in 
Leumi or one of its units — then you 
are involved, too. 


BANK LEUMI, which is the object 
of the whole story, is controlled by 
special “founders” shares” which 
give their holders 75% of the total 
voting rights on any matter voted on 
at the bank's general meetings, ex- 
cept the distribution of profits. 
founders’ shares are owned 
by Otzar Hityashvut Hayehudim, 
the Israeli reincarnation of the Jew- 
ish Colonial Trust. 
OHH is supposed to belong to the 
World Zionist Organization. 
it does or not is the subject 
of this article. The WZO is a part of 
the Jewish Agency for Israel, in 
partnership with the so-called “fun- 
raisers” from Diaspora Jewry.

Theodor Herzl and the First Zionist 
Congress in Basle in 1897. Herzl 
may have been a visionary, but be 
had enough common sense to know 
that he would need financial clout to 
make progress in his plan for a Jew- 
ish homeland. He and his associates 
therefore founded, in London in 
1899, a financial organization called 
the Jewish Colonial Trust. 

Its was to act as a bank, 
and in passing it may be noted that 
JCT acted as a bank for a few years, 
but soon its purpose-built subsid- 
iary, the Anglo-Palestine Bank (lat- 
er to become Bank Leumi), became 
the primary financial arm of the Zi- 
onist movement, and JCT gradually 
shrank to the roa on and 
supposed overseer Οἱ ls 

The structure of JCT is at the 
heart of everything that follows, and 
should be noted with great care: It 
had two kinds of shares, ordinary 
and founders’. 

First, a word about the ordinary 
shares. Two million of these were 
originally issued at one pound 
apiece, but Herzl’s hopes that they 


would sell quickly and easily among - 


Jews from many strata and countries 
were apparently dashed: Although 
many poor Ostjuden bought shares 


West, gave the idea the cold shoul- 
der. This is the source of the wide 
spread of JCT shares that was a 
feature of the company at least until 
the Second World War, and to a 
lesser extent afterward. It may also 
serve to give some substance to the 
myth that Bank Leumi is “the bank 
of the Jewish peopie." 

The founders’ shares were always

much more important and much 
more complicated. The 100 shares 
designated as such were registered 
in the joint names of the 20 persons 
who formed the council of the JCT, 
and these shares carried 50% of the 
total votes in all matters except the 
distribution of profits. Control of 
JCT, and hence of APB, was exer- 
cised by means of these founders’ 
shares. 


The JCT council reads like a 
“who's who” of the Zionist move- 
ment in its first flush -- or like a 
street map of most major Isiaeli 
towns. Herz! himself led the list, 
followed by four other fellow-Vien- 
nese, of whom Oscar Marmorek’s 
name is easily recognizable. Among 
numerous Russian Jews on the list, 
Max Mandelstamm of Kiev, Yechiel 
Tschlenow of Moscow and, of 
course, Menahem Ussishkin of Eka- 
terinoslav, catch the eye. 

The job of the council was basica!- 
ly to make sure that the JCT carried 
out its main function - namely, of 
advancing the Zionist cause. It set 

policy. but was not involved in day- 
to-day management. Indeed, given 
its multi-national composition, it 
could not have attempted such a 
task. Instead, running the compa- 
ny’s operations was the job of a 
smalier board of directors, which 
was comprised of people with the 
necessary professional 

‘According to Article 97 of its orig- 
inal articles, JCT’s council co 
nominate up to five persons to act as 
“governors.” These would 
have the right to attend and vote at 
board meetings of JCT, “but they 
shall not be bound to interfere fur- 
ther then they deem neccessary or 
vere with the conduct of the 

other directors of the ordinary busi- 
ness of the company.”

This, then, is the origin of the 
governors, who may be seen to be 
subordinate to the council but supe- 
Tior to the board. In practice, there 
were rarely more than one or two 
governors, and these were always 
senior Zionist figures. Aryeh Dul- 
zin, who was chairman of the WZO 
and Jewish Agency, served as gover- 
nor under the Leumigate scandal 
forced him to relinquish the post. 
The party machines then took over, 
appointing two governors to replace 
him: Mattityahu Drobies for the Li- 
ed Avraham Agmon for La- 


By the 1940s when the practice of 
having near-total identity between 
the boards of JCT and APB (later 
Leumi) had taken root, it became 
the norm at the bank to send invita- 
tions to ‘he governors to attend 
Leumi board meetings, too. That 
was how Dulzin got the rap for Ja- 
Diets misdeeds. In 1987, Leumti’s 

new board discovered there was no 
basis to this practice and discontin- 
ued the invitations, to the chagrin of 
the new governors. 


The Trust Deed as to the Founders’ 
Shares 


NOW WE COME to a vital point. 
Although the JCT was set up by the 
leaders of the Zionist movement, 
and its council members were all 
members of the Zionist Executive 
Committee, while its aim and func- 


could: dion was plamly stated in Zionist 


terms, nowhere in its articles and 
memorandum of association is any 
direct mention made of a legal link 
between the Zionist movement and 
the JCT. In fact, there was no such 
link. Why there wasn’t is open to 
various explanations, but the bald - 
fact remains. 


The council members hold office 


for life or until they resign. They 
appoint each other. meaning that if 
a vacancy occurs. the members ap- 
point a new colleague and transfer 
to him or her the joint ownership of 
the founders’ shares, along with 
them. The council, and hence JCT, 
is therefore a self-perpetuating 
body. 

In practice, though, the council 
appoints these persons recommend- 
ed by the WZO, and always has 
done. The decision on whom to ap- 
point is therefore made by the WZO 
and executed by the council. But 
that is merely the practice. It doesn’t 
say anywhere that this is how things 
must be. 

However, in order to fill this lacu- 
na between JCT and the Zionist Ex- 
ecutive Committee, Herzl had draft- 
ed a “Trust Deed,” which was 
drawn up and signed on July 6, 
1899. This made the holders of the 
founders’ shares into “Councillor 
Trustees” and Article 5 of the deed 
said plainly that: “every councillor 
trustee who in the opinion of the 
majority of the councillor trustees 
shall have ceased to be a member of 
the Actions Comite of the Zionist 
Congress, shall forthwith retire 
from his trusteeship under this deed, 
and that if he do not so retire, he 
shall be at once requested by the 
councillor trustees to resign his 

hereunder.” 


Congress that had set up JCT, and 
the ongoing contro} of that compa- 
ny, through its council. But the trust 
deed contained a self-destruct 
clause: It expired after 21 years. 
What should have happened in 
1920 when the deed expired was that 
‘the Zionist Congress, now the 
WZO, should have renewed it and 
thus kept the JCT council as a trust. 
But, for whatever reason — maybe in 
the wake of the First World War -- 
the existence of the deed was com- 
pletely forgotten, and it lapsed. For 
over 50 years, its very existence was 
unknown, although it was on file in 
the Zionist archives from which it 
was eventually retrieved 
During this Rip Van Winkle peri- 
od when the deed was lost, several 
important things happened: For 
Israel was created.

What's at stake? 


THIS LEGAL STUFF may be fun 
for lawyers, but even they have to 
answer the old talmudic question 
“mai nafka minah?” — what will 
come of it? What difference does it 
make? The short answer to that is, 
quite a fot. 

In the first place, it may be noted 
that most, if not all, of the many 
things that have gone wrong at Bank 
Leumi over the last 15 years and 
more, stem primarily from the al- 
most total lack of ownership input. 
If there were owners, they acted as 
if they were non-existent, especially 
in the crucial years of the bank share 
“regulation” until 1983 and in the

In 
the case of Bank Leumi, with whom 
should it negotiate - OHH, or its 
51: controller, the WZ.0?

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What the 28 members of the 
OHH council might do with the 
money is also a matter of guess- 
work.

As an aside, although this is a 
Matter of no little importance, it 
may be added that OHH still has the 
job of looking after its main asset. 
Bank Leumi. This week's events 
have rammed home how important 
that role is. Whoever it is that OHH 
represents is the body or group of 
Pctsons who appoint Leumi's 
board. 1f OHH represents no one, 
the Bank of Israel will be forced to 
step in. as happened in January 1987 
and is happening again now. 


What about the rest of us? 


BUT THAT IS not the end of the 
OHH problem There are a'so the 
holders of ordinary shares whom we 
mentioned earlier, Who are they? 

Here, at last. we find the Jewish 
Agency directly involved. The 
Agency itself. or companies it owns, 
hold about 11.6% of the ordinary 
shares of OHH. Bank Leumi itself 
Owns $.6%, in the usual Israeli cor- 
porate incestuous cross-holding re- 
lationship. 

Many of the other shares are held 
by individuals in Israel and abroad -- 
the shares are. after all, traded on 
the Tel Aviv exchange and are not 
included i in the bank share “arrange- 
ment.” 


But by far the largest block - com- 
Prising 38.50 of the ordinary shares 

= is held by JCT Trust Co. This is a 
formal trustee for former sharehold- 
ets in the company with whom con- 
fact was lost over the years, Many of 
these persons divd in the Holocaust 
or subsequently, but many others 
are alive and dispersed all over the 
world. Every mo: JCT receives 
letters or even visits from individ- 
uals re-establishing that lost contact. 

Apart from its administrative 
function. the JCT Trust Co. is quite 
Passive. It doesn't vote its shares, 
nor would it make any practical dif- 
ference if it did. 


But supposing the government 
did pay compensation to Leumi‘s 
owners for the loss of the controlling 
stake. Leumi’s owners are OHH, 
that is clear, even if whom OHH's 
owners are is not. However, this 
money could only be distributed as a 
dividend following the liquidation of 
an asset and sharing out of the pro- 
ceeds. If this distribution were ad- 
judged the same as profit distribu- 
tion, then the founders’ shares 
would not take part in the vote. 
Only the ordinary shares would 
have a say. and then the Jewish 
Agency would be in the driving seat. 
thanks to its 16% holding, while the 
lost contact brigade would have a 
powerful incentive to put pen to pa- 
per and buy stamps as well. 


In fact. even if the profits were 
distributed on the regular voting 
pattern so that the ordinary shares 
received only half the total. their 
importance would still be great. 
But, paradoxically, the Treasury 
may find that the ordinary shares’ 
power is greatest precisely in the 
event that it goes th.ough with its 
projected plan not to pay any com- 
pensation whatsoever to the existing 
owners. 


While it could easily be argued 
that the WZO and iss agents on the 
OHH council deserve nothing in re- 
turn for their abominable misman- 
agement of Leumi’s affairs down the 
years, that claim won "t wash so well 
vis-a-vis the minority shareholders 
of OHH who were never allowed 
any real say in the company. 

imagine a bunch of Diaspora 
Jews. old-time Zionists who may 
even be Holocaust survivors or their 
descendants, putting together ἃ 
class action against the Israeli gov- 
ernment because it had whipped 
their assets in OHH! 


To say it couldn't happen would 
be to tempt fate. Much stranger 
things have already occurred in and 
around Bank Leumi, née Anglo- 
Palestine Bank, and its parent, Ot- 
zar Hityashvut Hayehudim, née the 
Jewish Colonial Trust.

The Consumer Price Index rose in 
August 0.8%, the Central Bureau of 
Statistics announced yesterday. The 
rise fell just 0.1 percentage points 
short of the minimum increase re- 
quired to force the country’s em- 
ployers to pay a cost-of-living 
increment. 

Last month's increase reflected 
across-the-board price rises, except 
in clothing and footwear, and 
brought the CPI to 116.8 points on a 
base of 1987 equalling 100. Since 
the beginning of the year, the infla- 
tion rate has risen 9.5%, which 
works out to 14.5% in annual terms. 
In the 12 months ending August, the 
CPI rose 15.5%. 

Excluding fruits and vegetable, 
the inflation rate went up 0.7% in 
August, and 9.5% in the first eight 
months of the year. Prices are ex- 
pected to remain stable in Septem- 
ber, thanks to the continued low 
prices of clothing and footwear. 

Since workers received their last 
C-o-L allowance in February, the 
CPI has gone up 6.8%. The C-o-L 
allowance accord expired in March, 
but the Histadrut has insisted until 
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CPI rose 0.8% in August

“We must behave τοῖν, 
adhere to the framework of the bud- 
get, and ensure that wage increases 
be granted only when Productivity 
and output have risen,” the finance 
minister added. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
Tae} Kessar’s reaction to the index 
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said, he was sorry the country’s 
wage-earners would not receive a C- 
o-L increment in their next pay 
packet. On the other hand, the rela- 
tively low index was something to be 
pleased about, he added. 

Kessar spent yesterday touring 
Eilat’s industrial area. When dis- 
cussing the index, the labour federa- 
tion leader Stressed that the central 
problem facing the economy at pre- 
sent was the worsening of the em- 
ployment situation. 

According to the figures released 
rday, food prices went up 1.2% 
August, while fresh produce 
prices rose 2.8%. Housing prices in- 
creased 1.4%, furniture prices 
0.8%, health care 1.2%, education 
0.7%, and transport ‘and communi- 
cations 0.7%. Clothing and foot- 
wear fell 4%. The building 
inputs index, which determines the 
price of new homes, went up 0.9%. 

The agricultural innuts index rose 
faster than any other, by 2.5%. 

The 1.1% rise in the Wholesale 
Price Index, which eventually filters 
into retail prices, pointed to the 
propsect of higher inflation in com- 
ing months.

SEOUL - South Korea, which rose 
from the ruins of war to become one 
of Asia’s economic powerhouses, 
Jaunches the biggest Olympic 
Games tomorrow.

Peres recommends Arafat 
drop the ‘empty gestures’

LONDON - Foreign Minister Shimon Peres concluded 
his visit to Britain yesterday with a plea to Yasser Arafat 
to drop the “theatrics” and the “empty gestures that 
have characterized his leadership of the PLO. :

Sharir asks Dorit Beinish not to resign

A recent survey has indicated that 
the old stereotype of Israel as a sec- 
ular society, with no interest in reli- 
gion, is far from accurate. 

A full 75 per cent of those ques-
